BERLIN PAPERS IN A STIR. 


Denial Is Made of Any Reflection on 
Policy of United States. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, July 12.~The officials at the min- 
istry of foreign affaire issued a formal state- 
ment today denying intention of affronting 
the United States, but further they have 
nothing te say concerning the istter of 
Emperor William to President Madris 
of Nicaragua which has been contrued 
in the United States as antagonistic 
te the American policy in that coun- 
try. However, they allow it to be known 
that it was in no sense a personal letter of 
the emperor, but an official document word- 
ed in the usual diplomatic form and signed 
in accordance with custom by the kaiser and 
the chancellor. 

The newspapers are giving much 
nence to the matter and ascribe the publica- 
tion of the letter to the malignity of British 
hatera of Germany. 

The emperor's letter to Madris was dated 
April 26 and said: 

J am informed by your letter of the 27th 
of December of last year that your excel- 
lency was elected president of the republic 
by the merited confidence of your fellow citi- 
sens and that your exceliency entered upon 
your most honorable duties on the Aist of 
that month.” 

An expression of the usual diplomatic good 
wishes and desire for the cultivation of good 
relations between the two countries followed. 


Foreign Office’s Explanation, 

The foreign office's statement follows: 

“ Madris gave notice of his election on 
undertaking the presidency to the emperor 
in the usual written form. The customary 
formal reply was prepared by the foreign 
office. It was not an autograph letter, but 
wae simply signed by the emperor. The 
address, ‘great and good friend,” was in 
accordance with official courtesy. 

‘Any intervention by Germany in Nica- 
raguan affairs neither followed hor is m- 
tended. Germany neither sought nor de- 
signs to seek a coaling station. 

“Rumors of Germany’s intention toward 
the Galapagos islands are equally without 
foundation, as are all suggestions that the 
German government has in any wise modi- 
fied the cultivation of friendly relations.
